amoke. Leonard

a t the rear of the Bennett grocery, at 
the same time.

DUE TO ILLNESS, SAYS DR. NEAL 
COL.MUBCS, O , Jan. 29.—Mont of the failures among school children 
which every year add tremendously to the cost of education, arc due to 
bodily aliments which may be remedied, according to Dr. C. A. Neal, state 
director of health, who spoke on the "School of the Air’’ program of the 
Ohio State Department of Education yesterday afternoon. 
The school of the air, 
an educational radio program arranged by the 
Ohio State Department of Education, is radiocast ever school day except 
Friday, from 1:30 to 2:30 p. rn. 
It Is estimated that 200,000 school chil­ 
dren In 7,000 class rooms are reached by each of these programs. 
• Every year in Ohio, 31,000 children fail In their sr bool work," Dr. 
Neal said. 
"It costs taxpayers $100 a year to keep a child in school, 
while the cost to the parent is about $240 a year. 
“ When a child fails, society loses $340. 
A child who is sick may do 
good work in the morning, but In the afternoon he is fatigued, due to low 
resistance. The subjects he studies in the afternoon will not be done well. 
He may fall and put the extra cost of this on society. 
This is economic 
waste. 
Much of this is due to the depleted reserves of the children due 
to disease. 
We must teach these children and their parents how to be 
healthy and save this loss.”

Pam ascus, venerable dean of all 
Its patriarchal peace disturbed by a 
lem . 


Shall Syria bo a republic or a monarchy? 
Cleft out 
of Turkey by the World war into unexpected indepen­ 
dence, and given that curious new status of a mandate 
by the peacemakers, it now, in effect, is looking about 
for a perm anent form of governm ent. 


And while tho question is discussed all through tho 
land made famous centuries ago by the Cedars of Le­ 
banon, it Is especially acute 
along 
the street called 
S tra ig h t—the Derb-el-Mustaklm— where Saul of Tarsus, 
later St. Paul, met Ananias, im m ortalized by his fabri­ 
cation. 
Tho reason being, explains a bulletin of the 
National Geographic society, 
that 
ancient Dam ascus 
is peopled both by C hristians and Jew ish groups who 
favor a republic, and also by powerful Bedouin sheiks 
who adhere to the monarchic traditions. 


T he latter are perfectly logical, from their point of 
view, the bulletin continues. 
Au Emir, a sheriff or a 
chief ruler, call him what you will, cannot under Moslem 


Is coming back Into its own. 
For m any centuries it has 
been held by the Chinese to b arber m ysterious curative 
and o th er qualities and the Chinese still hold tho plant 
in high esteem. 
For m any years Occidental physicians 
used it in medicinal preparations but toward the end of 
the nin eteen th century they began to put forward the 
theory that the virtue of ginseng was purely imaginary 
and due to superstition. 
F o r a while it actually disap­ 
peared from the P harm acopeia but m w it lias re turned 
again. 
Its period of obsolescence seem s to have passed 
and once more it is being Introduced into medicines. 
Tin* plant grows in China, of course, but the produc­ 
tion there is not equal to the demand. 
North A m erica 
la th e principal supplier of the additional quantities re­ 
quired. 
G inseng was known to th** Indians of North America 
and esteem ed by them as having curative qualities. They 
used it, however, largely for stom ach troubles w hereas 
in C hina it is more or less of a panacea for all ail­ 
m ents. 
From the ethnological point of view it is notable 
th at the North American Indians should have discovered 
and m ade use of thiB root the virtues of which seem 
to have been a very early Oriental discovery. 
T he fact 
gives credence to tile belief that the North American 
Indian is an offshoot of Asiatic stock. 
A F ren ch Jesu it priest discovered ti.at the Indians 
were using ginseng iii 1679. 
Tho Jesuits were the great 
missionary priests of the Roman Catholic church and 
went to tho uttermost, parts of the earth to spread the 
Christian gospel. 
This F rench priest had been to China 
and there had learned som ething about ginseng. 
With 
this knowledge, he started the first aport trade of ginseng 
from Nortli America to China. In those days t here was no 
trail across the continent to the Pacific Coast so the 
roots were shipped down the St. Law rence river and 
across to F rance or England. 
Thence they were sent 
around the Cape of Good Hope by the E ast India com­ 
pany and others and ultim ately forwarded to China. 
Foggy Tome Is the Chinese name for American gin­ 
seng. 
Tile generic nam e ginseng Itself means man root, 
such a name arising from the Oriental belief that the 
root is the special friend of mankind, 
in addition to 
possessing curative properties there is an Oriental be­ 
lief th a t fecundity is increased by its use. 
The ginseng roots grow 
in curious shapes, often 
tw isted and tortured. 
Som e of these, as sport 
of na­ 
ture, assum e quaint and grotesque shapes resem bling 
anim als and the Uke. 
Once in a while a root is found 
which is, roughly, a little statuette of the human figure, 
with head, arms, and l^gs. 
Such a ginseng root has a 
value in China far above Its ordinary value for medici­ 
nal purposes. 
For ordinary medicinal use the roots are pared into 
shavings or ground into powder. 
Ginseng roots vary 
in alae from 2 to 4 inches in length and from one-half 
to one inch in thickness. 
Many closely resemble the 
radish. 
In the United States there are fou.* regions to which 
the plant appears indigenous. 
They are the northern 
tier of states of M aine to M innesota, the shores of the 
Great Lakes 
being especially good hunting grounds. 
Then it grows in the A ppalachian mountains, in the 
Ozark m ountains, and 
In th:. 
Pacific northwest, e s­ 
pecially the state of W ashington. 
Tho plant is essen ­ 
tially of forest growth. 
It thrive;, only under favorable 
environm ent. 
It requires shade and good drainage. 
In 
consequence, hunters of wild ginseng search the slopes 
of wooded ravines. Also, it appears to thrive only in hard­ 
wood forests. 
The plant may be recognized by its foliage. It grows 
from 8 to 20 inches high ami bears three or m ore com­ 
pound leaves, oath consisting of five thin, stalked ovate 
leaflets, pointed at the apex and rounded or narrow ed 
at the base, the three upper leaflets being larger than 
the lower ones. 
Tho plants blossom about m idsumm er 
ami then bear red berries a little larger than holly 
berries. 
Cultivation in tho C ulled States began about 
1886 but proceeded so slowly th at by IMO there were 
no more than 20 acres of ginseng gardens in the entire 
country.

W hen Babylon and Nineveh 
w ere hamlets Damascus was a queen city of the e a st 
It is still a city of importance, but the advent of the 
railway has crippled the caravan trade.

the Red sea transport Mecca pilgrim s as far as Jidda, 
whence they ran easily reach Mecca. 
For N orth African 
Moslems this obviates tim overland voyage from which 
Damascus was the starting point, and the city suffers a 
consequent loss in pilgrim trade. 
T he bazaars of Damascus, more celebrated even than 
those of Cairo or Algiers, reflect the change brought by 
modern transporation. 
In Dam ascus each stre e t is de­ 
voted to some special trade and all the shops on that 
thoroughfare sell one type of article. 
H ours of bargainlug precede the purchases of the 
D am ascenes. 
The owner of a bazaar squats on the floor 
w ith tho prospective custom er seated cross-legged op­ 
posite him. 
They smoke the long Turkish pipe, and eat 
sw eetm eats and drink tiny cups of black coffee. 
Despite 
m odern 
Improvements 
aud 
transportation 
methods Damascus is still an intrinsically Oriental city. 


Boulder Dam Boom 


H um an cupidity finds its outlet in sudden boom de­ 
velopments. 
If ft Isn’t one thing It's another. 
Oil, 
real estate, stocks, climate, hot air, blue sky! 
The lat­ 
est mecca for fortune crazed boom chasers is Boulder 
Dam; more properly, the region expected to be most 
benefited by the construction of Boulder Dam. 
A Las Vegas, Nevada, dispatch calls ai tout ion to it, 
pointing out that it rivals the mining stampedes of 
the desert country. 
The enthusiasm following the pas­ 
sage of the Boulder Canyon Dam bill has caused the 
excitem ent to spread from this little desert city to locali­ 
ties removed from the Immediate vicinity to be bene­ 
fited by the hydro-electric aud water-storage project. 
H undreds of people are flocking to Las Vegas in the 
hope*of winning fortunes from a few acres of watered 
desert lands. 
Many are packing their blankets on their 
backs. 
Accommodations for the fortune hunters are at a 
premimum and many are forced to live in tents or hastily 
built cabinns. 
Some are living aud sleeping in the open. 
Thousands of acres of barren territory in all directions 
from Las Vegas have been located, speculators striving 
to secure lands within the limited area between Las 
Vegas and Boulder Canyon, approximately 37 miles. 
The 
interior departm ent 
has 
w ithdraw n 
large 
areas aud 
checked some of tho ambitious schem es of real estate 
promoters, and some questionable projects have been 
knocked out by warnings 
issued 
by the California 
Building commission and conservation interest?. 
Much of the land being located aud offered for sale 
Is admittedly worthless— without w ater or any hope of 
fertility—but those playing the boom are fortune crazed. 
The speculation is a reflection of the well-based sud­ 
den dem and for property within Las Vegas township. 
Pow erful financial interests have acquired many o f the 
choice locations within the corporate limits, and arrange­ 
m ents have 
been 
virtually 
completed 
for 
building 
hotels, hom es and business blocks. 
B ut there w ill be wealth for a handful only, ruin, pov­ 
erty and distress for the custom ary majority who was ce 
tho best years of a lifetim e seeking som ething for noth­ 
ing- 


This is largely due to tho fact that much patience is 
required In ginseng culture. 
To begin with, one m ust 
v a it from four to seven years to mature a crop and In 
the m eantim e the plants are subject to devastating dis­ 
eases. 
But the rewards are substantial. 
As high as 
635,000 w orth of ginseng has beou raised on a single acre 
of land. 
Curiously enough when ginseng culture first started 
the product brought a higher price than wild ginseng. 
In 1900, for instance, when wild ginseng was bringing 
66.10 a pound the cultivated product brought 67. 
But 
the Chinese soon discovered th at the plants they were 
buying were cultivated and expressed a preference for 
the wild ginseng. 
The rsult was th at the price relation­ 
ship changed around and wild ginseng now 
brings a 
higher price than the cultivated variety. 
In 1926, for 
example, tho wild root brought 619 a pound aud the cul­ 
tivated only $13. 
The peak of prices cam e in 1919-20 
when the wild root brought 6-3 a pound and the culti­ 
vated $12 to $12.50. 
Ginseng is subject to m any diseases, especially in the 
cultivated state and the departm ent of agricu'ture does 
not recom m end ginseng culture as a general proposition. 
The departm ent states that ginseng culture is only profit­ 
able in judicious hands.” 
It offers attraction only to 
"patient cultivators’’ according to the Department which 
discourages plunging into the business as a get rich­ 
quick scheme.

The 
outgoing 
freight,

Engineer* Study Problem. 
River interest* are opposed to the 
lowering of pool levels of fixed dams, 
It developed yesterday. It Is asserted 
that tile upper end of the Deadman’s 
Island pool in the vicinity of the Ems­ 
worth dam will be about 1.5 feet be­ 
low the existing pool level. They also 
vigorously oppose the elevation of a 
proposed fixed lock ami dam at Hog 
Island, which it is said would lower 
tao upper end of that proposed pool 
approximately seven feet. 
At the same time pilots object 
to 
the construction of a cofferdam from 
Hie right bank into tho main channel 
in order to construct the Deadman’s 
Island dam. They insist that the next 
rectum of the dam 
should he 
con­ 
structed from the lock side, since the 
excellent progress being made in the 
building of the dam will close the 
upper end of the river to through 
navigation, as it Is believed that the 
gates and look machinery will not he 
completed in time to permit boat* be­ 
ing looked through. 
it was officially stated that com­ 
prehensive studies arc now being con­ 
ducted 
by the United States engi­ 
neers of the Pittsburgh district con­ 
cerning further improvement of the 
upper Ohio river by the replacement 
cf existing movable dams with fixed 
dams. This problem is a complicated 
one, since it involves considerable of 
lock and dam foundation, pool levels 
and depths, harbor arrangements of 
riparian owners, possible flood dan­ 
gers and others. 
Channel Improvements. 
It was further stated that much 
study and considerable field surveys 
v "I be necessary before any conclu­ 
sions are reached and all interests 
will be considered before definite rec­ 
ommendations are sent to the higher 
offices of the war department.
